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between rival capitalist camps, in which the United States had 
no rightful role. ; 

There were some men, only a few at first but more after the 
German attack on Poland, who saw the war as a battle between 
civilization and barbarism, and urged Americans to support all pro- 
grams necessary to defeat Hitler. Not only did he threaten Europe, 
but in 1939 there already was sufficient evidence of undercover 
espionage and fifth-column activities in the United States to warn of 
things to come. As they saw it, German money and men were behind 
Father Coughlin, Gerald L. K. Smith, William Dudley Pelley, and 
other radical conservative leaders whose activities were aimed at the 
destruction of America’s will to fight. As the great debate over domes- 
tic economic policy was replaced by one centering on foreign affairs, 
the Roosevelt coalition among liberals crumbled. In 1939 the ma- 
jority of them considered the President’s pro-Allied activities ill con- 
sidered, while a small minority thought he was not moving quickly 
enough in an interventionist direction. The Hour was produced by 
some of the latter group. 

The journal was launched on April 30, 1939, as the official organ 
of the American Council Against Nazi Propaganda, of which William 
E. Dodd, the former ambassador to Germany, was chairman. Its 
editorial consultants were Frederick L. Schuman, Hendrick van 
Loon, Wythe Williams, Albert Kahn, and Leland Stowe. From time 
to time some members would drop out, but most returned. In addi- 
tion, Johannes Steel, Robert Dell, and several other prominent inter- 
ventionists would join the consultants or write guest columns. The 
Hour was edited by Albert Parry, who wrote that its purpose was to 
“keep up with Hitler to the minute.” The journal started as a bi- 
monthly, but became a weekly on September 9, with the coming of 
the war. Subscriptions cost $5 a year or $3 for six months. 

The Hour had its share of “scoops.” It uncovered the workings of 
the American Silver Shirts, the connections between leading Mexican 
political leaders and the Nazis, Father Coughlin’s dealings with pro- 
Nazi individuals and organizations, and pro-Nazi statements of 
several prominent college professors, editors, broadcasters, and news 
analysts. The Hour ran a long series of articles dealing with the activi- 
ties of the Ukrainian nationalist movements in the United States and 
how they were tied in with Berlin and Rome, and exposés of such 
leading isolationists as Charles Lindbergh and Boake Carter. 

Despite this, few individuals knew of The Hour. Perhaps this is a 


reason for its historical importance. From the first, the journal was 
aimed at a special audience—newspapermen and radio news analysts. 
As such, it was of interest to students of the news media, since it repre- 
sented an early attempt to interconnect traditional journalism with 
the rapidly growing radio news forces. In 1939 men like Walter 
Winchell, Drew Pearson, and Heywood Broun wrote columns and 
aired daily or weekly programs of analysis. Winchell in particular 
soon became one of the most listened to and read news analysts in 
the nation. The Hour was aimed at men like him rather than attempt- 
ing to achieve a wider direct audience. A comparison of The Hour 
stories and subsequent Winchell and Pearson broadcasts and news- 
paper articles would indicate they read the journal and drew upon 
leads it provided. None of this was secret; both men mentioned the 
journal on the air from time to time and gave it full credit as a source. 
“T think it’s damn good,” said Pearson; “I’d recommend it any time.” 
Samuel Grafton thought it was doing “a swell job,” while Lowell 
Thomas characteristically closed a commendatory letter to The Hour 
with the words: “And as they say in Arabia, ‘May you live forever.’ ” 

Actually, The Hour lived for little more than four years. Its last 
issue—Number 153—was published on May 20, 1943. The reason for 
its demise was given as the desire of editor Albert Kahn to write a 
book. But as Kahn produced no book in 1943, there may have been 
other reasons for terminating The Hour. 

From the first, The Hour had been a small operation, with a full- 
time editor and part-time consultants such as van Loon and Leland 
Stowe. As the war progressed, such men became more occupied with 
their careers in other areas of news gathering and reporting. At the 
same time, the broadcasters came to rely upon their own rapidly de- 
veloping network of sources and no longer needed The Hour as much 
as they had in 1939. Finally, Dodd had founded the journal to warn 
the nation of a potential enemy. By 1943, The Hour had long outlived 
its original function.

PARIS, April 29. “Just another speech, leaving danger big as before," 
such is the sophisticated French opinion on Hitler's speeche Hitler 
missed a fine occasion to prove that he really means peacee By his of- 
fers to make non-aggression pacts with all states mentioned by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt he had a chance to win confidence of Munichites and 
other appeasers but his simultaneous denunciation of his Polish pact 
and of the naval pact with Britain shows that he has no intention to 
renounce the least of his ambitions as price of reconciliation with 
the worlde 

The French consider his reference to his "divine mission" and 
his “short life" as downright alarming and as showing necessity for 
further speedy accomplishment along the lines of military defenses 
The French people may wonder if the Fuehrer isn't now somewhat ready 
to be conciliatory, but his ruses aro so obvious and his present prom- 
ise of peace is so like his previous promiscs, afterwards broken, that 
French nowspapers should have no difficulty pointing out the danger of 


relaxing cfforts for mking the non-aggression front solide (MORE) 
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
